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IE builds skills at MSSD 


Teachers everywhere are concerned 
about teaching students thinking and 
problem-solving skills, but MSSD is a 
pioneer in using a planned program to 
develop such skills. 

How to compare and categorize, the 
impact of today on the events of to- 
morrow, the importance of point of 
view, the nature of hierarchies, and 
how to follow directions are just a sam- 
ple of the basic thought processes 
MSSD is helping its students develop 
through a program called Instrumental 
Enrichment (IE). 

IE includes prepared materials and 
activities with which students can prac- 
tice specific thinking and problem- 
solving tasks and then apply, or 
“bridge,” them to other classwork or 
real life situations. “We’re trying to 
make a connection for students,” said 
Mary Hockersmith, MSSD principal. 
“Life isn’t divided into departments.” IE 
also helps students stop and think in- 
stead of acting on impulse, she said. 

IE is a three-year program that 
MSSD incorporated into its curriculum 
in 1981. David Martin, assistant pro- 
fessor and coordinator of undergradu- 
ate teacher preparation in the Gal- 
laudet College Department of Educa- 
tion and a trained IE instructor, taught 
MSSD teachers IE, which was devel- 
oped by Israeli psychologist Reuven 
Feuerstein in the 1950s. 

Because evaluation data from the 
first year was so positive and teachers 
taking the training were excited, addi- 
tional teachers received training during 
the 1982-83 school year and began 
using IE with approximately 60 
students. 

After one year in the IE program, 


students “seemed more willing to con- 
sider another person’s point of view,” 
Hockersmith pointed out. She also said 
that teachers trained in IE seemed to 
be using a different questioning style. 
They asked students to be more 
specific, and teachers seem to be more 
thoughtful about what they’re doing. 
Hockersmith added that the principles 
of IE agree with her philosophy as a 
teacher and administrator that it’s never 
too late to develop cognitive skills in 
students. 

During the first two years of IE at 
MSSD Martin and members of the re- 
search division at Gallaudet collected 
data to evaluate the impact of the pro- 
gram on the 10 students who began IE 
in 1981. They used a control group for 
comparison. Martin said he hoped to 
see hearing impaired adolescents 
receive the same effects from IE as 
other groups using it, and he did. For 
example, when measured on abstract 
thinking at the end of the second year, 
IE students had gains twice as high as 
the gains of the control group. When 
the IE group was compared with the 
rest of the MSSD student body on 
math computation, the IE group had 
almost twice as much growth in that 
area. “The significance of these findings 
is that they corroborate what previous 
research has stated. Learning potential 
of hearing impaired adolescents doesn’t 
differ from the general population,” 
said Martin. 

MSSD math instructor Jay Innes and 
English instructor Cindy Rohr-Redding 
taught IE to the 10 students the first 
year on an experimental basis. Addi- 
tional faculty and students joined the

TTYs ring for Gallaudet College 


The 2nd Annual Gallaudet College 
Fund (formerly called the Annual 
Fund) campaign will be conducted 
Sept. 19-22 and 26-29, but this year 
it will have a different ring to it.

“This is the first time we are using at 
TTY-a-thon approach,” said Ernest 
Hoffman, coordinator of the Fund in 
the Development Office. “Since this is 
a new twist, we have selected two 
areas--Washington Metropolitan and 
Northern California--to have a TTY-a- 
thon where alumni will be contacted 
via TTY.” All other areas around the 
U.S. will be operated with personal 
contact and direct mail. NorCal is hav- 
ing its TTY-a-thon Sept. 12-16. 

Chairperson for the Metro area TTY- 
a-thon is John Krpan, coordinator of 
the Visitors Center. “We will try to 
reach all alumni (approx. 1,400) in 
DC, VA, MD, and W V during the 8 


day campaign,” said Krpan. A bank of 
15 TTY’s will be installed in the Ely 
Center workshop room and volunteers 
will call alumni between 6:30 p.m. and 
10:00 p.m. “I would like to have 120 
volunteers so that no one would need 
to contribute more than one evening of 
his or her time in making telephone 
calls,” commented Krpan. 

Deaf or hearing persons who would 
like to volunteer one evening in 
assisting in this unique TTY-a-thon 
should contact John Krpan in the 
Visitor’s Center, Chapel Hall, or call 
him on x5100 V/TDD. 

Alumni in the Washington and the 
NorCal areas have been sent a 
postcard from the Development Office 
informing them to expect a TTY call 
during the campaign. If the results are 
encouraging, Hoffman said that next 
year a nationwide TTY-a-thon may be 
tried for the Gallaudet College Fund 
campaign.

program last year. As the first group 
enters its final year of the three-year IE 
training, evaluation shows benefits to 
both students and teachers who now 
stop and think before acting. 

This school year IE enters a new era 
as interdisciplinary teams form to in- 
troduce entering students to IE and 
then “bridge” those concepts to 
English, math, social studies, career 
development and communications. 

Not only will this approach provide 
an IE continuum to these students, it 
also will allow MSSD’s faculty to 
amend the program further specifically 
for hearing impaired students so it may 
be disseminated nationwide.

Families provide weekend homes

Phyllis Kass, MSSD social worker, is 
looking hard for area families who will 
open their home to deaf students 
whose own families live far away. 
Students from across the country 
choose MSSD for its academic and 
residential programs. For many of them 
the time and expense involved in 
monthly trips home present serious 
problems. 

“Many requests have been made 
already this year due to the large 
number of out-of-area students,” Kass 
said. “In order to maintain these 
students here at MSSD, placements 
must be found for closed weekends.” 

Although the mechanism for placing 
students in the homes of local families 
has existed in some fashion for several 
years, the formal program is a more re- 
cent development. Community Family 
Homes Program, as it is called, has 
successfully operated out of MSSD’s 
Clinical and Support Services office for 
the past two years.

Single adults, “empty nest” parents, 
parents of young children—all kinds of 
families have hosted students. The only 
situation Community Family Homes 
won't consider are families in which no 
one signs. 

The motivations for families vary, but 
families with other deaf children find 
the companionship of another deaf 
child particularly nice, Kass said. 

“It’s not necessarily every closed 
weekend either,” she added. “Most 
often, it’s the beginning of the school 
year, before the kids have made 
friends. Usually, by Christmas, they’re 
staying with the families of area 
students they have befriended. 

Families are selected for the program 
after submitting an application and hav- 
ing a home visit. The program reim- 
burses families $15 a day for room and 
board expenses. Students are expected 
to finance any special activities.
